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(b)     Administrative  Problems 

Ti:ins]>()rtati()n  of  children  has  been  a  real  problem 
tills  year.  Tlie  Office  of  Price  Administration  demanded 
a  survey  of  routes  in  September  1942,  before  they  would 
ai>i»r(>ve  the  vehicles  for  gasoline  and  rubber.  At  the 
time  this  is  being  written  the  Office  of  Defense  Trans- 
l)(M-iati(>n  lias  demanded  another  survey  wliich  must  be 
(•()m]>lete<1  shortly  in  order  to  continue  obtaining  gaso- 
line and  lires  for  school  buses. 

The  shortage  of  teachers  is  acute.  In  certain  subjects 
tliere  are  none  available  and  a  very  limited  number  to 
be  available.  The  Army,  Navy,  Auxiliary  services  and 
defense  work  have  drawn  many  teachers.  You  have  felt 
this  in  Alton  and  will  continue  to  feel  it.  With  the 
sui)ply  of  teachers  at  a  low  point  and  your  high  school 
with  a  small  enrollment  we  cannot  compete  on  equal 
terms  with  larger  school  systems  without  loading  teach- 
ers far  beyond  the  point  of  maximum  efficiency.  Chang- 
es of  teachers  during  the  current  year  have  upset  the 
schools.  We  must  take  all  ])ossible  care  that  less 
changes  will  take  place  next  year. 

With  the  shortage  of  teachers  and  the  possible  cur- 
tailmenl  of  transi)ortation  we  must  hold  fast  to  the  basic 
minimum  of  education  in  elementary  and  in  high  school 
and  then  add  to  this  wherever  the  need  and  «»i>i>ortunity 
coincide. 

In  the  light  of  ])resent  conditions  Ihe  (pieslion  of  the 
continuation  of  the  Bay  school  should  be  considered. 
Buses  are  now  lunning  directly  past  this  school  in  order 
to  get  to  the  Central  school.  The  enrollment  of  the 
school  is  at  present  fifteen  pupils.  The  cost  of  running 
llie  school  this  year  is  approximately  |1,:^>5(>.  The  major 
part  of  which  could  be  saved  by  the  town  by  closing  the 
school.

been  sncceeded  by  Snsie  Bai-r.  Ethel  M.  Barney,  a  for- 
mer teacher  reentering  service,  was  secured  to  occupy 
tlie  iKtsition  at  Bay  school  left  vacant  by  Miss  Fitz- 
gerald. Barbara  Bohner,  lias  sncceeded  Annabritta 
Brandt  as  instructor  of  art. 

As  this  is  being  written  further  changes  are  being- 
made.  These  changes  about  to  be  made  are  the  dii-ect 
result  of  tlie  national  emergencv. 


(b)     Methods  and  Courses  of  Instruction 
The  reading  system  started  in  the  first  grade  in  1940- 
41  has  been  continued    into    the    third    grade    this    year. 
This  program  should  be  continued  in    the    fourth    grade 
next  year. 

The  subject  of  aeronautics  was  added  and  proved  very 
])opular  and  well  worth  while.  It  is  a  subject  that 
should  be  continued.  Never  has  there  been  the  difficul- 
ties in  manpower  that  now  exist. 

It  is  probable  that  offerings  in  the  High  School  field 
will  l)e  affected,  but  it  is  impossible  to  predict  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  the  changes  that  may  take  place. 


(c)     War  Activities 

A^)ur  children  are  helping  to  win  this  war.  This  is  a 
war  by  the  total  poi)ulation  and  the  contributions  of  the 
schools  assume  major  ])ro])ortions.  This  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Selective  Service  in  deferring  boys  in 
the  last  half  of  the  school  year  until  they  have  finished 
their  school  year.  It  has  also  been  recognized  by  plac- 
ing teachers  of  certain  subjects  on  the  essential  list  of 
occupations.  The  fighting  front  cannot  be  maintained 
if  the  home  front  is  chaotic. 

The  amount  of  scrap  collected  by  your  High  School 
was  the  highest  per  capita  in  the  district.     The  amount 
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collected  by  your  elemeiitaiT  school  was  among  the  high- 
est in  the  district  and  collected  over  a  shorter  period  of 
time.  War  stamps  and  bonds  are  being  bonght  at  regu- 
lar periods  by  yonr  children.  This  is  good  for  the  chil- 
dren and  for  the  country. 

Weekly  newspapers  bring  to  each  child  the  national 
and  international  news  in  order  that  he  or  slie  may  be 
aware  of  the  conditions  in  this  war  torn  world. 

It  is  our  children  who  must  build  on  what  we  leave 
for  tliem  and  their  luiilding  must  take  into  considera- 
tion the  past,  present  and  future. 

No  small  contril)ution  to  the  manpower  shortage  has 
been  tlie  working  of  high  school  boys  and  girls  in  the 
harvesting  of  crops.  This  interrupts  the  program  of  flie 
scliool  but  under  present  conditions  it  should  be  con- 
tinued as  certain  crops  have  to  be  harvested  at  specific 
times  and  food  is  an  aid  to  the  winning  of  the  war  and 
to  the  winning  of  the  peace.

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PART  VI.  AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND  SPECIAL  REPORTS 

(a)     Report  of  the  Headmaster,  Leroy  A.  Guptill 

The  gradnatiiig-  class  of  1942  consisted  of  thirteen 
pnpils.  Of  these  thirteen,  five  are  in  the  Armed  Ser- 
vices, one  is  attending  the  University  of  New  Hanip 
shire,  two  are  attending  Xnrses  Training  Scliools,  and 
tlie  rest  are  either  worlving,  lionie  or  engaged  in  defense 
factories. 

Alton  high  school  opened  Septend>er  !),  Avith  an 
.  enrollment  of  sixty-nine  pnpils.  Transfers  and  with- 
drawals have  rednced  the  nnmber  nntil  at  the  present 
time  there  are  sixty-fonr  pnpils  classified  as  follows: 
twenty  freshmen,  twenty  sojjhomores,  seventeen  juniors, 
and  seven  seniors. 

Fourteen  tuition  pupils  are  registered  in  the  high 
scliool,  five  from  Barnstead  and  nine  from  Gilmanton. 

The  three  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  at  the 
opening  the  the  school  term  in  Sei^tember  are  as  fol- 
lows:  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mudgett  teaches  the  Social 
Sciences  and  Senior  English.  Miss  Lena  F'ournier  was, 
engaged  to  take  over  the  Home  Economics  and  Biology 
courses.  Mr.  Donald  Chesley  was  engaged  as  teacher 
of  the  Sciences  and  Mathematics,  as  well  as  the  new 
Aeronautics  course  which  was  introduced  this  year. 
Mr.  Chesley  has  since  gone  into  the  Armed  Services. 

New  equipment  purchased  this  year  include  the 
following.  Two  new  electric  sewing  machines,  a  dupli- 
cating machine,  text  books  for  the  Aeronautics  course, 
as  well  as  supplementary  texts  for  courses  already 
established. 

The  annual  winter  carnival  was  Iield  danuary  29. 
This  year  instead  of  inviting  other  schools  here  for  com- 
petition, the  Student  Activity  association  decided  to 
help  in  the  conseiwation  of  gas  and  tires  by  having  the 
school  divided  into  four  separate  teams,  and  have  these 
teams  compete  against  each  other.  As  a  result  of  this 
act  by  the  Student  Activity  association,  moi'e  of  the  pu- 
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pils  in  the  school  took  part  in  the  events  than  wonld 
have  been  the  case  if  other  schools  had  been  invited  to 
compete. 

Dne  to  rationing  of  gas  and  tires,  all  athletic  ac- 
tivities between  schools  have  been  discontinned.  In- 
stead the  Student  Council  has  organized  a  basketball 
league  consisting  of  four  teams  composed  of  impils  from 
the  higli  school  and  other  townspeople  who  have  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  play.  This  venture  is  practically  all 
expense  with  little  or  no  income,  so  the  association  will* 
have  to  bear  all  of  the  expense,  which  will  be  in  the 
vicinity  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Nevertheless  the  Stu- 
dent Council  feels  that  there  should  be  some  means  of 
physical  recreation  for  the  ])upils,  and  the  Council  is  en- 
titled to  a  great  deal  of  praise  for  s])onsoring  such  a  pro- 
gram. 

All  extra  curricular  activities  are  controlled  and 
operated  by  the  Student  Council  with  the  aid  and  ad- 
vice of  ^iliss  Agnes  Thompson,  the  Student  Activity  Ad- 
visor. 

The  senior  English  class  with  the  advice  and  as- 
sistance of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mudgett  is  editing  a  school 
paper,  which  we  expect  to  be  a  yearly  project.  The  first 
issue  is  exi)ected  to  l)e  out  during  early  March. 


(b)     Report  of  School  Health  Work     (Alton) 
To  the  Townspeople,   School   Board  and   Superintendent 

of  Schools: 

There  were  small  epidemics  of  measles,  mumps, 
and  (Jerman  measles,  but  no  large  scale  epidemics  this 
year.  Tlie  health  of  the  children  was  very  good  as  a 
whole. 

One  of  tlie  ])rojects  which  was  of  great  benetit  to 
tlie  pui»ils  was  the  hot  lunch  i)rogram  carried  on  in  co- 
operation with  the  Home  Economics  Dejiartment  of  the 
high  school.     .Much  of  the  materials  used  were    Surplus 
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Coiiimoflities  distributed  through  tlie  Agricultural  Mar- 
ketiug  Adniinistratiou.  Many  of  the  under  weight  chil- 
dren were  gotten  up  to  weight  parti}'  because  of  this 
program. 

Much  time  was  put  in,  in  the  interests  of  Civilian 
Defense,  in  teaching  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid  class  to  high 
iMu\  junior  high  pupils.  Mrs.  Helen  Bragg  of  Farm- 
ington  assisted  with  this  class.  Sixty-seven  i)upils  re- 
ceived their  certificates. 

Several  children  liad  defects  corrected  in  school 
clinics.  Some  tonsils  and  adenoid  operations  were  done 
and  several  were  taken  to  Rochester  for  glasses.  One 
pupil  was  returned  to  Hanover  for  further  eye  operation 
work.  The  results  were  unusually  successful.  There 
was  no  dental  clinic  this  year  because  there  was  no 
•sponsor  since  the  Mother's  club  was  disbanded.  Most 
of  the  defects  that  were  corrected  were  done  privately 
by  parents  without  the  help  of  clinics.  A  list  of  defects 
and  corrections  follows:
